MADDON GENERATES 
MOMENTUM OUT OF 
REST & RELAXATION

O n the day before the biggest 
game at Wrigley Field in 
almost a decade, Cubs 
manager Joe Maddon spent a minute 
marveling at the press area set up in the 
bowels of Wrigley Field, a quick turn 
away from the visitor’s dugout. 

“It’s my first trip to the catacombs,” he said, 
drawing laughs from the media. “This is out- 
standing. I’m expecting Gregorian chants as 
you walk into this place.” 

If this team or its leader are feeling any 
sort of pressure heading into Game 3 of the 
National League Division Series, well, you 
wouldn’t know it by talking to them. 

“I think that sometimes we overreact to our 
game and our status in the world,” Maddon 
said. “It’s just a baseball 
game. It’s a game. We’re 
trying to win a World Se- 
ries. We’re trying to be the 
best, but at the end of the 
day, it is a game.” 

It’s that relaxed attitude 
in the clubhouse that helped the Cubs gener- 
ate a sizable amount of momentum heading 
into Monday’s contest against the St. Louis 
Cardinals, with the series tied i-i and their 
ace, 22-game winner Jake Arrieta, taking the 
hill in front of what is expected to be one of 
the loudest and hungriest crowds this city has 
seen in quite some time. 

“It’s gonna be hard to not be amped up and 
ready to go,” Arrieta said. “These fans have 
been waiting for this for a long time. It’s gon- 
na be a boost pitching in front of the city of 
Chicago here at Wrigley” 

Maddon said he’s noticed a different vibe 
since coming back to Chicago following the 
team’s successful playoff trips to Pittsburgh, 
where they won the Wild Card, and St. Louis, 
where they split the first two games of the 
NLDS. 

“I could feel the excitement within the 
city,” Maddon said. “It’s playoff baseball, man. 
It’s fabulous stuff. It’s a unique situation here 
with the Cubs and at Wrigley Field. It’s kind 
of like this almost every night.” 

With temperatures touching 80 degrees on 
Sunday afternoon, the team held a workout at 
Wrigley Field. But the focus wasn’t entirely on 
the task at hand. Maddon and his players were 
treated to breakfast on the field, and the left 
field video board showed the Bears-Chiefs 
game as players worked out. 

It’s a gesture that wasn’t lost on Arrieta. 
“Doing it out on the field and having the

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football game on the Jumbotron and be- 
ing with your teammates, it’s supposed to 
be a workout obviously, but it’s nice to get 
out here and have a few moments to relax 
and enjoy your time together,” he said. 

Maddon’s reasoning for creating a re- 
laxed environment for his players is fairly 
simple— guys that are having fun while 
doing their jobs are going to be more suc- 
cessful at them. 

“I want our guys to come out here and 
be themselves, be normal,” he said. “I 
think if we do that, they’re gonna play a 
better game of baseball.” 

“A lot of guys came together quickly as 
a group as more than just teammates, as 
friends. Families get to know each other 
and you become really close, and that’s 
a big part of the team aspect is caring 
about your teammates off the field,” Ar- 
rieta added. “We’ve bought into the way 
he likes to structure his coaching style, 
how he likes to manage the season, and 
he lets the players dictate how things run. 
He allows us to hold each other account- 
able, and I think we’ve thrived in this en- 
vironment.” 

Arrieta heads into Monday’s contest 
pitching in the biggest game of his life for 
a second straight game — the first one was 
to earn the Cubs a spot in the playoffs; 
this one is to get them one step closer 
to the National League Championship 
Series, a place the franchise hasn’t been 
since 2003. 

He says he’s ready and more impor- 
tantly, so too is the whole team. 

“We’ve got nothing to lose,” he said. 
“We’re playing well. I don’t think our 
young players are phased by October at 
all. I like our chances.”

Cubs not bringing 
iPads in the dugout 
anytime soon 

Just because Major League Baseball is let- 
ting teams bring iPads in the dugouts these 
days doesn’t mean you’ll be seeing one in 
the Cubs’ dugout anytime soon. 

The team’s mad scientist manager Joe 
Maddon says he doesn’t really get the point 
of them. 

“I’m trying to figure out why it would be 
advantageous,” he said. “Everything in the 
dugout has to be dugout-friendly and pretty 
much instantaneous. It sounds kind of cute 
right now, but honestly it’s actually too slow 
if that makes any sense.” 

So what could possibly be faster and 
more advantageous to the leader of a base- 
ball team than an iPad with a reliable Inter- 
net connection? 

We’ll let Maddon himself explain. 

“%u know that little thing I keep in 
my back pocket? That’s like instant iPad. 
There’s nothing that I can look up on an 
iPad that I don’t have on those two pieces of 
paper that I need in that moment,” Maddon 
said. “{Hitting coach] Johnny Mallee car- 
ries his stuff that I need from him, {Bench 
coach] Davey {Martinez] carries his stuff” 

With two games to be played at Wrigley 
Field over the next two days, Maddon has 
revealed his Game 3 starter, ace pitcher Jake 
Arrieta. 

Game 4’s starter for the Cubs, on the 
other hand, is only known to him. For now 

“I have an idea what we’re gonna do, 
but I haven’t spoken to the person yet so 
I don’t want to say in advance of talking to 
the player,” Maddon said following Sunday 
afternoon’s workout at Wrigley Field, -m.l.

W hat do you get when you combine two trend-obsessed women, a bright 
orange 1976 Winnebago RV and racks on racks of vintage clothing 
and accessories? Lost Girls Vintage, a mobile shopping experience from Sarah 
Azzouzi, 27, and Kyla Embrey 31. The pair met in 2012 while individually selling 
vintage goods at local flea markets and found they had similar ideas for a mobile 
business. Three years and an RV later, you’ll find Azzouzi and Embrey traveling 
the country with their curated collection of vintage clothing and accessories. 


Hot off a whirlwind trip to New York City 
for Fashion Week, among other new ventures, 
the women behind the truck met with me to 
chat over coffee. But before we could even 
get started, Azzouzi furiously rearranged our 
small table at La Colombe in Wicker Park. 
“Pm trying this rule of thirds thing,” she said. 
In addition to peddling vintage goods out of 
a Winnebago RV, the duo teaches an Insta- 
gram class to amateur photographers out of 
their brick-and-mortar store, which has found 
a permanent spot inside Pilsen storefront 
Modern Cooperative. 

Once our coffee was deemed photo-ready 
Azzouzi snapped away and we chatted about 
fall trends, denim everything and vintage 
must-haves. 

Let’s talk about New York Fashion Week. 
Sarah Azzouzi: It was sort of a coincidence 
that we went out there during Fashion Week. 
We were selling at Renegade Craft Fair, and it 


fell in line. We were really excited to see what 
everyone was wearing. A lot of people who 
came from the shows stopped by our store. 
We saw a lot of cool street fashion. 

Kyla Embrey: There were a lot of different 
events going on in the city so we got a lot of 
foot traffic. 

SA: We have a couple of Chicago customers 
who wore some of our stuff there, too. One 
of our clients bought this really colorful late- 
1960s jumpsuit from us; it looked really great. 
She wore it with some ’9 os-inspired chunky 
white wedges. It’s very opposite of what’s 
happening now, and I totally appreciate it. I 
like it when people don’t really follow trends 
and do what they want to do. 

Speaking of trends and street fashion, did 
you get a strong sense of what styles are 
coming out for fall? 

SA: Yeah, it’s funny because there were so 
many people visiting from different parts of 


the country and different parts of the world 
that it was really interesting to see the variety 
of trends that people were kind of emulating. 
We saw that minimalist fashion was still very 
strong, and we’re both really drawn to that. 
KE: Clean lines, architectural pieces, ’90s are 
huge — especially in footwear. Athletic wear 
influence is still really strong, but it’s moving 
away from sneakers and more into actual 
clothing details. 

And for men? 

SA: For menswear, every- 
thing has gotten really 
simple, like a classic New 
Balance sneaker. 

KE: It’s one extreme or 
the other. It’s simple— like 
classic denim and plaid— or 
way way over the top —like 
neon floral, matching shirt 
and shorts and shoes. Oh, 
and denim. We were amazed 
at how much denim was 
in demand. ... That’s all anyone wanted was 
denim on denim. 

How do you, as a vintage store, adapt to new 
trends? Or do you prefer to stick with the 
classics? 

SA: I think we’re both really drawn toward 
trends in general, but with denim, we both 
really like it. Kyla has like 50 pieces. 


KE: Yeah, I have a lot. 

SA: But the way the trends have been falling, 
denim has been so huge, a really good pair 
of jeans and a really good T-shirt and that’s 
something you could totally wear every day 
KE:God, we sound like a Gap ad right now 
Wear your denim five different ways!

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Tiny Target delivers big

The iconic red bull’s-eye logo is there, but the 
new Streeterville Target that opened Wednes- 
day has a distinctly urban Chicago personal- 
ity beyond the rough wood pillars, brick walls, 
bags of born-in-Chicago Jay’s potato chips and 
Windy City beer cozies. 

Located at 401 E. Illinois St., the new Street- 
erville Target boasts an array of goods celebrat- 
ing Chicago’s appetite for sports and food. T- 
shirts from designer Todd Snyder’s Local Pride 
brand fit in perfectly: One salutes the Super- 
dawg drive-in; the other reads, “The Sausage 
King of Chicago,” a nod to Mr. Ferris Bueller. 

Store manager David Gerber says the loca- 
tion was designed “to create a true Chicago 
experience.” 

It is also home to the first “Starbucks Eve- 
nings” location in a Target store. To sip on-site, 
the Starbucks Evenings offer vYines by the glass 
or bottle (Italian prosecco, Washington reds, 
etc.), craft beers and a variety of smaU plates (ar- 
tichoke and goat cheese flatbread, salumi plates, 
bacon-VYrapped dates, etc.). The Evenings begin 


at 2 p.m. weekdays and noon weekends. 

The decent-sized market has fresh, frozen, 
pantry and organic items plus local beers. It 
doesn’t have an on-site bakery or butcher, as 
did the location’s previous resident (Fox & 
Obel), but its grab-and-go items (salads, sand- 
wiches, snacks, yogurts, single-serve cereals, 
etc.) and meal helpers augment the fresh pro- 
duce, fresh meat (ground beef, small steaks, 
ground turkey chicken breasts), frozen food 
and dairy cases. And there are enough pantry 
staples, from pasta sauces and cereals, to bak- 
ing supplies and cake mixes, to satisfy many 
area residents. 

Ytt you’ve probably never seen a Target this 
small. It’s about 24,000 square feet. It is one 
of Target’s “flexible-format stores,” corporate 
speak for the smaller city locations such as the 
one on State Street. 

What the store offers now was based on 
research, but Target expects to evaluate and 
update the selection depending on the neigh- 
borhood, said Angie Thompson, a Target 
spokeswoman.

'Knock Knock’ needs to 
reconsider its porny plan 


Not since Nicolas 
Cage screamed, “Not 
the bees!!!! Aaaaah!! 
Oh, they’re in my 
eyes! My eyes!” in 
“The Wicker Man” 
has a thriller had a 
comically exaggerat- 
ed scene like the one 
in “Knock Knock” in 
which Evan (Keanu 
Reeves), tied up and 
forced to listen to 
very loud noises in 
headphones, wails, “My ears! My ears!” later 
shouting, “You took a bubble bath!” 

It’s no spoiler to indicate that the movie, 
director/co-writer Eli Roth’s (“Hostel”) latest 
finger-wagging at naive dudes who incorrect- 
ly assume there will be no consequences for 
treading where they shouldn’t, reaches such 
a place of punishment. The setup has “too 
good to be true” written all over it: Alone 
for a long weekend while his wife and kids

vacation at the beach, Evan opens the door 
during a rainstorm to find Genesis (Lorenza 
Izzo, Roth’s wife) and Bel (Ana de Armas), 
two beautiful and much-younger women 
who are soaked from the rain and practically 
wearing banners that say “Male fantasy” (Bel 
even says she wants to get comfortable with 
threesomes because she knows her future 
husband will be interested in other women.) 
At first Evan resists. Reeves convincingly 
portraying the sexually frustrated architect’s 
discomfort while moving every time the 
girls, who of course change into robes while 
their clothes go in the dryer, sit deliberately 
close to him. If “Knock Knock” succeeds at 
anything, it’s at escalating a level of tempta- 
tion to a point at which you can feel a once- 
resolute brain start debating with itself 
As an exploration of the boundaries of fi- 
delity however, “Knock Knock” really misses 
an opportunity to connect the porny circum- 
stances to the widely discussed ways that 
explicit online content has impacted what 
some viewers expect from their partners. 



The film settles for contrived moral polic- 
ing; where the complicated “Hard Candy” 
(which starred Patrick Wilson and Ellen 
Page and is worth catching up with but very 
unpleasant to watch) took extreme action 
against a predator, “Knock Knock” aims for a 
restrained “Told you so.” 

It would be one thing if Roth established 
sustained dread and turned the house into 


a character like Joel Edgerton did with the 
vastly superior “The Gift.” Instead, the tone 
veers toward awkwardly comedic when it 
should unnerve, and Izzo never gives Genesis 
the necessary demented charisma. Credit 
the film for recognizing the power of female 
sexuality but “Knock Knock” turns empow- 
erment into a weapon and women’s solidarity 
into entrapment.
